Makers’ Association, and 
also gets some financial 
support from the municipal 
government, the provincial 
government and the Milk 
Marketing Board. Some of 
the counties in the area put 
up prize money for local 
competitors. 

Judges for the competi 
tions come from the federal 
department of agriculture. 
They have staff members 
who grade cheese oh a 
regular basis. As well, thére 
are usually a couple of local 
judges, and this year there 
will also be one from 
Quebec.

The 
show makes much of its 
money from these sales. 

A two-day convention is 
held in conjunction with the 
show, it attracts people in 
the cheese industry from 
Ontario and Quebec, and 
sometimes, from Western 
Canada and the U.S.

Historic rock to be protected 


Protection of the fa- 
mous Bon Echo Rock, and 
improving access to the 
Rock, are the dual aims of a 
feasibility study currently 
underway at Bon Echo 
Provincial Park, Natural 
Resources Minister Alan 
Pope explained. 

The Rock is the focal 
point of Bon Echo Park and 
the main attraction to the 
tourist region straddling 
Highway 41 between Kala- 
dar and the Madawaska 
River. ‘‘Many people now 
climb the rock from numer- 
ous directions during. the 
summer months,"’ the Mini- 


niques used in high traffic 
natural areas, such as in the , 
major national parks,’’ said 
Mr. Pope. 

The study will be looking 
at alternate ways to improve 
access to the top of the rock 
so more people can safely 
enjoy the fantastic view over 
Mazinaw Lake and ihe 
surrounding forest - but 
without further damaging 
the natural environment or 
impairing the scenic beauty 
of the rock: itself. 

Bon Echo Rock, a major 


landmark north of Kaladar, 


rises more than 300 feet 
straight out of beautiful 
Mazinaw Lake. The rock, 
unequaled in Southern On- 
tario, stretches for nearly a 
mile along the eastern 
shoreline - directly opposite 
the, main camping and day 
use facilities of the 16,400 
acre park. 


The rock also has special - 


historical significance, in- 
volving both early develop- 


. ment of the area as a tourist 


region, and native people

The rock contains nearly 
$00 pictographs - the largest 
and probably oldest visible 
collection of ancient Indian 
rock art in Ontario - some of 
which indicate spiritual 
significance for the location. 

Vital considerations § in 
determining feasibility in- 
clude protection of these 
archeological features, the 
natural and scenic qualities, 
the rights of boaters, control 
of vandalism and the safety 
of visitors. 

“Until all these factors 
have been carefully exa- 
mined and resolved by the 
study, there will be no 
development of the site,” 
the minister stated. 

Mr. Pope also promised 
that once the study is 
completed, the findings and 
recommendations will be 
publicized and an opportu: 


—nity provided for public 


input. 

The study was first 
announced by the Ontario 
Ministry of Industry and 


Tourism. The improved 
access to the summit of the 
rock should enhance the 
attractiveness of the park 
and increase the tourism 
benefits to the local econo- 
my. This includes park 
users and users of private 
sector cottage and camping 
facilities. 

Each year, over 100,000 

people visit the huge park 
spending nearly half a 
million dollars on non-park 
services and entertainment 
in the local vicinity. The 
potential for growth and 
local benefits in this sector 
is considerabie. 
. The cost of the study, 
funded under the eastern 
Ontario development pro- 
gram, is shared equally by 
the provincial and federal 
governments. 

The study, carried out by 
a firm of qualified environ- 
mental planners and engi- 
neers, is being co-ordinated 
by Natural Resources’ dis- 
trict office in Tweed. Per-

Following a meeting of 
farmers, government, and 
agribusiness representa 
tives, Mr. Ross, Bill Allen, 
also of the farm economics 
section, and John Cardiff of

computer information pro 
gram 

The first step in the plan 
is the Agricultural Micro 
Computing Directors The 
first edition of the quarterls 
publication, issued in Sep 
tember, lists,70 farmers, $0 
educational and agrpbusi 
ness computers, the type of 


computer used and the work 
it performs. The December 
edition is expected to 
include more than 100 
farmers. 

“Through the directory, 
farmers can find someone 
nearby with the same type 
of computer and a program 
that suits their needs," says 
Mr. Ross. ‘‘Most on-farm 
computers are -used for 
livestock record keeping 
and more than 60 per cent of 
these programs are home 
made. Developing these 
programs takes. time, s0 


farmers can save each other 


a lot of work by sharing, 
trading or selling pro- 
grams.” 


To help keep farmers 
abreast of the fast-paced 
computer industry, Ridge- 
town College of Agricultural 
Technology is introducing a 
monthly newsletter in Janu- 
ary. 

Farmers can obtain more 
information about these 
programs, and add their 
names to the directory by 
writing to Mr. Randy Ross, 
Farm Economics Section, 
Ridgetown College of Agri- 
cultural Technology, Ridge- 
town, Ontario NOP 2C0.

“You ain't seen nothin’ 

”* said the once-famous 
Al Jolson when he appeared 
on Broadway 

it became a slogan for 
him. It appears that farmers 
in Canada could adopt the 
same slogan. 

Gloom and doom is being 
preached from every sector 
of the food chain. Even the 
usually-staid Ontario Feder- 
ation of Agriculture has 
mustered a lot of verbal 
ammunition for its annual 
presentation to the pro- 
vince. 

But their picture is 
painted so bleak even the 
politicians might shake their 
heads in disbelief: Premier 
Davis was told he should 
declare ‘‘a state of emer- 
gency” for agriculture. 

“The économic situation 
is critical because of high 
interest rates and low 
commodity prices but it's 
aggravated even more by 
the deluge of rain we've 
been having,”’ said Ralph 
Barrie, president of the 
OFA.

desperate, - disillusioned 
farmers out there. It would 
be unforgiveable to avoid 
addressing their plight.” 

The federation told 
Queen's Park that there are 
95,000 farmers in Ontario. 

Twenty per cent of them 
produce 80 per cent of the 
food, said Mr. Barrie. 
Therefore, the bankers as- 
sociation should multiply its 
estimates of troubled farm- 
ers by 10 to indicate the 
number of commercial-scale 
farmers in dire financial 
straits. 

This boils down to saying 
that more than half of 
Ontario's biggest producers 
are in financial trouble. If 
they go. under, half the 
province's food supply goes 
with them. 

Maybe. But the federa- 
tion and the old Ontario 
Farmers Union before them 
have a way of making things 
seem much worse than they 
really are. 1 don’t for one 
minute believe that half the

food producers in Ontario 
are in deep, deep trouble. I 
do believe, though, that a 
great many of them are 
facing the toughest year 
since the Great Depression. 

And the bandaid solu- 
tions handed out by the 
federal government in the 
budget this month are not 
enough. Major surgery is 
necessary. Bandaids are not 
good enough. 

Even Ontario's deputy 
minister of agriculture, 
Duncan Allan, is pessimis- 
tic. He maintains most 
farmers will only make 
enough this coming year to 
pay interest charges. No- 


vthing on their investment 


and nothing for their labor. 
Net farm income will drop 
by at least 20 per cent, he 
told a group of farm writers 
recently. 

The present supermarket 
price war will squeeze farm 
incomes even lower dnd 
more battkruptcies will re- 
sult, he said.

There had been a sort of 
hearty party in the canteen 
the night before, to cele- 
brate the dissolution of our 


| unit and some of the guys 


were being unobtrusively 
propped up by their imme- 
diate comrades, their eyes 
just a little glassy and only 
partly visioned, as it were.

Grouse scarce

The first snows reveal 
much of the hidden activity 
in the autumn woodlands. 
As 1 followed my favorite 
trail through the cedars and 
aspens last weekend, | 
found that the snow-walker 
had been there before me. 
An unsteady line of three- 
toed tracks; each about two 
inches long, followed my 
trail for a way, and then 
wandered off into the 
shrubbery. Soon the snow- 
walker was revealed, as a 
ruffed grouse exploded into 
the air a few yards ahead of 
me. 

Like most members of the 
chicken family, a grouse 
would sooner walk than fly. 
Its mottled brown coloring, 
highlighted only by a 
handsome ruff around the 
neck and distinctive black 
band on the tail, makes a 
wary grouse difficult to 
discover. But when a grouse 
decides to fly, its noisy exit 
not only makes its presence 
known, but also startles the 
hunter or predator suffi- 
ciently to give the edge in 
finding safer cover. 

A grouse has no fear of 
winter, for it is well-fitted tg 
copy with the snow. Scaly 
growths along the toes 
serve as tiny snowshoes, 
carrying the grouse easily 
over the powdery woodland 
snows. On cold winter 
nights, grouse make use of 
this fluffy layer of insulating 
snow by rrowing deep 
into a snowbank. Since in 
the winter, grouse feed 
primarily on buds and 
catkins, drifting snow poses 
no problems to their treetop 
feeding grounds. 

At this time of year, 
grouse are still seeking the 
last of the berries and fruits. 
Frozen apples are a favor- 
ite, as are wild grapes, 
hawthorn apples, and high- 
bush cranberries. Earlier in 
the summer, when the

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young broods are seeking 
rich stores of energy for, 
rapid. growth, insect life 
makes up the bulk of the 
diet. By mid-winter, buds of 
the trembling aspen become 
the staple grouse food. 
Ruffed grouse are even 
sexist in their diets, prefer- 
ring the larger, pollen-bear- 
ing flower buds of the male 
aspen trees above their 
female counterparts! 

1981 has not been an 
especially good year for 
Ontario's ruffed grouse, 
since wet spring weather 
weakened many of the 
young broods. Aside from 
these weather-related popu- 
jation swings, there is also a 
regular ten-year cycle of 
abundance and scarcity in 
ruffed grouse. Despite con- 
siderable research, the 
cause of these ups and 
downs still remains one of 
the unresolved mysteries of 
nature.

While exact 
statistics are not available 
there was an estimated 120 
growers in the Quinte area 
algne last year returning 
well over three quarters of a 
million dollars in revenue to 
growers from this crop.

The Board also 
offers pricing information 
free of charge for growers 
throughout Ontario. With 
the demand for oil crops 
increasing, growers in this 
area will no doubt continue 
to replace some of the 
traditional crops with soy- 
beans.

"The first rule in storing 
pesticides is to store all 
pesticides in their original 
containers,"’ says Larry 
Swinn, of the Farm Safety 
Association of Ontario. 

There’s more to keeping 
the pesticides in original 
containers than the possibi- 
lity that you'll forget what's 
in the container. The 
container label provides 
information about rates and 
methods of pesticide appli- 
cation. Storing pesticides in 
food or beverage containers 
may confuse an unwary 
child. 

The Farm Safety Associa- 
tion recommends that you 
store all chemicals, inclu- 
ding pesticides, in a separ- 
ate building that can be 
marked and locked. If this is 
not possible, store these 
materials in a marked 
cabinet or room that can be 
locked to prevent any 
chance of contact with. 
animals or people. 

**We don't advise anyone 
to keep pesticides or chemi- 
cals in the barn,"" says Mr. 
Swinn, “But if you don't 
have a choice, it's a good 
idea to advise your local fire 
department that there is a 
chemical storage area in the 
barn.” 

Before storing any pesti- 
cide, check the shelf date to 
make sure you aren't saving 
something that will be 
worthless next spring. 
Check the label or call your 
supplier for special storage 
instructions. 

Liquid pesticides, in most 
cases, should be stored in 
areas where they won't 
freeze. Take the same

Abortions increasing 


Pork producers are urged 
to take precautions against 
further increases in the 
incidence of fall abortions in 
sows, warns the Veterinary 
Services Branch, Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fook: 

“We've noted an in- 
crease in the number of 
abortions every fall for the 
past four years,’’ says Dr. 
S.E. Sanford, of the Veteri- 
nary Services Laboratory, 
Huron Park. 

The incidence of abor- 
tions is expected to continue 
at a slower rate through the 
winter in some herds and 
increase again in late winter 
or early spring. 

This seems to be a new 
problem mainly in medium 
to.large breeding herds of 
150 or more sows in total 
confinement housing, 
where the sows are housed 
individually. 

“We've seen cases of 
aborting sows of all ages,” 
says Dr. Sanford. ‘‘Most are 
in late gestation, but in 
perfect health with no signs 
of ill effects before or after 
abortion.” 

The abortions may occur 
singly, but in most,affected 
herds, they seem to occur in 
storms over several days to 
weeks. They often coincide 
with marked fluctuations in 
temperatures, especially 
cold nights (0 deg. C and 
lower) following mild or 
warm days (10 deg. to 20 
deg. C), which are common 
in the fall. 

“The other equally im-, 
portant side of the fall 
abortion problem is inade- 
quate food intake by the 
sow,” he says. ‘“The sows 
need more calories to 
maintain body heat in colder 
temperatures, especially if 
are individually 
Producers are advised to 


increase barn temperatures 
to 18 deg. C (65 deg. F) and 
provide 2.3 kilograms ( 5 
Ibs.) of feed, daily. Adjust- 
ments in temperature and 
feed have successfully 
stopped abortions on farms 
where they have been tried.

Nitrate and ammonia 


have cooling effect 


The flushing of sewage 
rich in nitrate and ammonia 
through rivers into the 
oceans will help slow the 
increase of carbon dioxide 
levels in our atmosphere 
and retard the onset of the 
“greenhouse effect’, say 
researchers of the Oceano- 
graphic Science Division of 
the Brookhaven National 
Laboratory in the U.S. 

The nitrates reach the 
seas in a form that allows 
their easy assimilation by 
marine life, especially 
plankton, which grows furi- 
ously in’ the shallow seas 
along the continental

The plankton also needs 
carbon and takes up this 
element from carbon diox- 
ide dissolved in sea water. 
The’ plankton that has not 
been consumed by other 
forms of rharine life eventu- 
ally dies and sinks to the 
ocean bottom, where it 
remains. The  carbon- 
depleted seawater can take 
up additional carbon dioxide 
out of the atmosphere. 

Rivers in the Northern 
Hemisphere have doubled 
and quadrupled their nitro- 
gen content in the last ten to 
20 years because of the 
increased use of fertilizers 
and because more treated 
sewage is entering them. 

The content of phosphate 
of some rivers has increased 
up to tenfold in the past 50 
years. The plankton, whose 
growth is now only limited 
by the amount of light 
falling on the oceans, 
should be able to absorb 
about 1.55 billion tonnes of 
the 7.25 billion tonnes of 
carbon emitted yearly to the 
atmosphere. 

About 5 million tonnes of 
this carbon originates from 
the burning of fossil fuels in 
industrialized countries. Up 
to now scientists feared that 
the continuing destruction 
of tropical forests. one of 
the major sinks of stmos- 
pheric carbon dioxide, 
would lead to a gradual 
warming of the Earth's 
climate. 

The Brookhaven oceano- 
graphers believe that plank- 
ton could take up most of 
the surplus carbon dioxide 
and thus keep the atinos- 
pheric content of carbon 
dioxide balanced.

‘Hydrogen Task Force 
Report released 


Ontario Energy Minister 
Robert Welch has released 
a synopsis of the report of 
the Hydrogen Energy Task 
Force, saying the develop- 
ment of hydrogen as a new 
energy form could be as 
significant as that of electri- 
city. 

“The report confirms my 
belief that this province is in 
2 strong position to become 
world leader in the develop- 
ment of hydrogen as a 
fuel,"" Mr. Welch told the 


, legislature. 


Ontario's Hydrogen En- 
ergy Task Force was set up 
by Mr. Welch-on February 
25, 1980. The chairman, Dr, 
Arthur Johnson of York 
University, and 10 other 
members were assigned to 
determine the potential role 
of hydrogen in Ontario's 
energy future. 

There are two preferred 
ways to make hydrogen in 
Ontario: to extract it from a 
hydrocarbon such as natural 
ges, and through electroly- 
sis - using electricity to 
separate water into its 
component parts, hydrogen 
and oxygen. 

The task force notes that 
while Ontario has little oil 
and gas, it does have a 
plentiful supply of electrici- 
ty - from hydro and nuclear 
power - a source of energy 
which is decreasing in price 
in.relation to the price of 
petroleum-based fuels. 

Members of the task force 
concluded that, while this 
hydrogen will be used to 
replace the more expensive 
petroleum-based hydrogen 
used as a feedstock today 
(in oil refineries and in the 
processing of certain chemi- 
cals, metals, drugs and 
foods), the most effective 
way to use hydrogen would 
be in transportation - which 
accounts for about\half of 
Ontario's consumption of 
crude oil. 

‘*With the substantial 
uranium reserves of Ontario 
and the success of the 
Candu nuclear. power pro- 


gram in providing relatively 
low-cost electricity, the a- 
vailabiliry of competitively 
priced hydrogen, beginning 
in the period 1990 to 2000, is 
projected for Ontario,” says 
the task force report. 

“During the next 10 years 
it is highly desirable, there- 
fore, to direct strong re- 
search and development 
efforts to establish both the 
means and the probable 
cost of hydrogen utilization 
in the transportation sec- 
tor."" 

The task force report adds 
that hydrogen will probably 
be most cost-effective as a 
fuel first in transport trucks 
and intercity buses where 
high mileage and fuel 
consumption may offset the 
projected extra capital cost 
of a hydrogen-powered ve- 
hicle.

$6.2-million contract be- 
tween the Ministry of 
Energy and the Urban 
Transportation Develop- 
ment Corporation to deve- 
lop a hydrogen storage and 
fuel system to be used on 
two transit buses.

Heart Foundation

In 1981 the Ontario Heart 
Foundation provided 
$7,682,430 for cardiovascu- 
lar research projects in the 
Province of Ontario.

Everyone knows ‘that in- 
sulation is a wise invest- 
ment. 

But not everyone realizes 
that insulation without moi- 
sture control - vapor bar- 
riers and adequate ventila- 
tion - can increase your 
heating bills and even lead 
to serious structural dam- 
age. 

It's a simple concept. In 
the winter, insulation re- 
stricts the flow of heat from 
inside your home to the cold 
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outdoors. But the insulation 
doesn't stop water vapor 
effectively. ig 
Since warm air holds 
more water vapor than cold 
air, condensation can occur 
when the warm humid air 
inside meets the cold outer 
wall, depositing water in the 
building structure. 
Moisture in your insula- 
tion makes it ineffective, 
because water is a good 
heat conductor. It can also 
lead to other problems, 
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ting, paint peeling and mold 
growth on the outside. 

But you don't have to 
sacrifice adequate insula- 
tion to tackle this problem. 
Just take steps to keep the 
moist air inside. 

if you are building a new 
home or renovating, the 
most effective method is to 
install a sheet vapor barrier 
on the warm side of the 
insulation to hold back both 
vapor and air. The best 
air-vdpor barrier is .006- 
inch polyethelene film 
which can be applied 
relatively easily over large 
areas. Joints should be 
overlapped and sealed, and 
any openings cut in the film 
should be carefully sealed 
around the edges. 

Vapor barriers attached 
to insulating batts - such as 


tar paper or foil - are less. 


effective because they allow 


. some air leakage along the 


edges. 

If a sheet vapor barrier 
cannot be installed, apply 
two coats of an impermea- 
ble finish to the wall or 
ceiling such as an 
oil-based paint, aluminum 
paint or spar varnish, or one 
coat of special vapor barrier 
paint or a layer of vinyl 
wallpaper. 

Since there is no way to 
create an entirely vapor- 
proof seal, you should also 
make sure that the exterior 
wall is ventilated to allow 
free passage of moisture 
that may accumulate in the 
wall cavity to the outdoors. 
This is the reason for 
requiring adequate attic 
ventilation as well. 

Walls with or without 
good vapor barriers should 


=_ = -. 


But attic spaces present a 
different problem. First, 
reduce air and vapor leak- 
age into your attic by 
sealing all leaks around the 
attic access hatch, plumbing 
vents, fan ducts and electri- 
cal fixtures, and by applying 
an oil-base paint finish to 
the ceiling on the room side. 
Insulate the attic access 
hatch cover as well, to 
reduce heat and vapor loss. 

After that, ensure that 
there are adequate vents in 
both the roof and the caves 
to protect your insulation 


. from any remaining mois- 


ture problems (assuming 
the roof itself doesn't leak). 

Remember, a well-vented 
attic also means a cooler 
indoor summers because 
less heat will build up in the 
attic, 

You should be cautious, 
however. 

It is very difficult to 
tighten up an old house too 
much, but this can happen if 
you seal all air leaks in @ 
newer home. Too tight a 
house, especially if it is 
heated with a fossil fuel 
such as oil or natural gas, 
can reduce furnace effi- 
ciency and create a problem 
of. insufficient fresh air 
entry. 

The best approach is to 
seal the house completely, 
then install a fresh air duct 
to the furnace or a mechani- 
cal ventilation system with a 
heat exchanger to maintain 
interior air quality at the 
optimum level for health 
and comfort.

New device makes 
detection easier 


Ontario dairy producers 
will soon get a more 
accurate picture of mastitis 
levels in their herds with the 
introduction of a new 
somatic cell counter at the 
Central Milk Testing Labor. 
atory in Guelph. 

**More than 95 per cent of 
mastitis cases are subclini- 
cal which means the produ- 
cer can't detect the problem 
until it appears in milk 
production losses," says, 
Dr. George Fisher, head of 
the Veterinary Services 
Laboratory, Kemptville. 

Mastitis is an inflamma- 
tory disease of the udder 
caused by bacterial infec- 
tions. Symptoms of clinical 
mastitis are swollen quar- 
ters and changes in the 
milk. In the more common, 
subclinical form, milk ap- 
pears normal and the udder 
shows no sign of infection. 

“This disease costs pro- 
ducers thousands of dollars 
annually in lost milk produc- 
tion and reduced milk 
quality,"’ says Dr. Fisher. 
“The only solutions are 
regular monitoring, e¢quip- 
ment management, milking 
management, attention to 
sanitation, and a dry-cow 
treatment. 

Now, dairy producers 
rely on milk gel indexes and 
the California paddle test to 
detect subclinical mastitis. 
Although these methods 
provide the producer with 
some indication of the level 
of the disease, they are not 
accurate. ¢ 

“The milk gel index rates 
samples starting from zer- 
o,”’ says Dr. Fisher. ‘‘Many 
farmers

Dr. Fisher. ‘‘A reading of 
$00,000 indicates that treat- 
ment is necessary.” 

Dr. Frank Newbold, of 
the Ontario Veterinary Col- 
lege, University of Guelph, 
pidneered the differential 
cell counting technique on 
the same type of somatic 
counter being phased in at 
the Central Milk Testing 
Laboratory. Producers can 
expect to see the new 
mastitis test results in early 
fall. 

“The new development 
should go a long way in

Every winter police see a 
dramatic increase in traffice 
accidents compared to 
summer months. Most are 
fender-benders caused by 
poor driving habits, such as, 
following too close, travel- 
ling too fast on slippery 
roads and poor windshield 
visibility. 

The first. snowfall is the 
worst, says Sgt. Parker. 
“People just aren't accus- 
tomed to winter driving and 


drive too fast for road 
conditions."’ 
Ron Horton, assistant 


manager, of Peterborough’s 
branch of the Ontario Motor 
League has a list of ‘‘pet 
peeves’’ about winter dri- 
vers. He says drivers can 
avdid accidents and the 
winter frustrations of dead 


batteries, getting stuck and 
tow truck fees by following a 
few ‘rules of thumb’. 

‘The most important 
thing is to install a block or 
inline heater," he said. 
‘Plug it in one or two hours 
before you go to work and 
you're sure to have an easy 
start." 

Before starting the en- 
gine, clear snow off all 
windows and lights. ‘*What 
good are your turn signals if 
there's six inches of snow 
on top of them,"’ he said. 


Other driving tips are: 
Slow down. Keep a 
greater distance between 

you and the car ahead. 
- For sudden stops, pump 
brakes rapidly to prevent 
wheels from locking and 


4-H homemaking 
clubs teach skills 


Traditional homemaking 
skills aren't a thing of the 
past. More than 15,000 
young people are learning 
these and other skills 
through 4-H homemaking 
club programs. 

“The over-all purpose of 
the 4-H homemaking clubs 
is to give young people a 
chance to develop their 
potential,"’ says Joyce Can- 
ning, of the Ontario Minis- 
try of Agricultural, and Food 
home economics branch. 
“The program offers a 
chance to develop self-con- 
fidence while learning prac- 
tical skills."’ 

The 60-year-old program 
caters primarily to rural 
young people 12 to 26 years 
old, but the bulk of the

membership is between 14 
and 15 years old. Although 
the program began with a 
membership of girls only, 
about $00 boys belong to 
clubs now. 

The 4-H homemaking 
club program offers two 
projects each year. One 
project is based on foods 
and nutrition, while the 
other varies from crafts or 
sewing to a general interest 
area. 

“The nutrition project 
offered this year, Which 
Came First The Chicken Or 
The Egg, deals with the 
purchase, care and prepar- 
ation of eggs and poultry,” 
says Ms. Canning. To 
complete the second pro- 
ject, Ready Get Set Sew, 
members sew a ‘skirt or 
vest.” 

To maintain members’ 
interest, new programs are 


offered each year. Begin- 


ning in January, members 
can learn basic breadmak- 
ing skills and outdoor living 
skills. 

Ontario's 4-H homemak- 
ing clubs are co-ordinated 
by the ministry's home 
economics. branch, but lead- 
ers are volunteers from the 
community. For information

It 
takes about 10 hours per 
kilogram (5 hours per 
pound) to defrost in the 
fridge. A large bird would 
need almost 5 days. 

At room temperature, 
turkey takes around 3 hours 


per kilogram (14% hour 


there's a greater chance of

It 
helps the surface stay cool if 
the turkey, rack, and. tray 
are put into a large, clean, 
paper bag while it defrosts 
on the counter. 

It's safer and faster to 
thaw the bird in cold water. 
Allow 2 hours per kilogram 
(1 hour per pound). Often

The task force recom: 
mended an immediate mor- 
atorium on farm bankrupt- 
cies and foreclosures for a 
period of at least -six 
months.

the original wrapper is torn 
before you get it. To prevent 
the water touching the 
meat, put the turkey in 
another clean, holefree 
plastic bag and immerse it 
in a sink or deep pan of cold 
water. Change the water 
and turn the bird over 
several times during the 
defrosting period. 

While a microwave oven 
can be used to defrost a 
small to medium size 
turkey, it uses energy and 
there's a chance that 
thinner parts, like drum- 
stick ends, may start to cook 
even if they're shielded with 
foil. Check your microwave 
manual for instructions. 

No matter which defrost. 
ing method you choose, 
once the bird is thawed, it 
should be loosely wrapped 
in wax paper, refrigerated, 
and roasted within 24 hours. 
According to the Ontario 
Turkey Producer's Market- 
ing Board, frozen commer- 
cially stuffed turkey should 
not be thawed before 
cooking. Follow the direc- 
tions on the label. 

Never stuff a turkey at 
home until it's ready for the 
oven. Even is the dressing 
is made very carefully and 
the bird is kept cold, 
bacteria could grow to @ 
dangerous level, As soon as 
the meal is finished, remove 
the dressing from both 
cavities, refrigerate it in a

Rules changed

For most of Ontario's 
Crown land, ‘‘multiple- 
use" is supposed to be the 
watchword for forest mana- 
gers. According to the 
glowing rhetoric from the 
foresters and industry re- 
presentatives, multiple-use 
means that wildlife, fisher- 
ies, canoeing, boating, trap- 
ping, tourism and other 
such ‘‘secondary’’ features 
of the landscape can co- 
exist with logging or mi- 
ning. However, a. recent 
policy shift by the Ministry 
of Natural Resources con- 
firms that the multiple-use 
philosophy, while always 
questionable, is now an 
empty shell, designed only 
to provide a convenient 
public relations front for the 
forest industry. 

Half-a-million acres of 
northern Ontario are, har- 
vested each year, mostly in 
large clearcuts. Traditional- 
ly, cutting plans specified 
‘reserves’ 


lakeshores, streams 
and swamps, providing a 
buffer of at least a few 
hundred feet from the 
effects of logging. These 
reserves screen some of the 
aesthetic impact of clear- 
cutting from canoe routes or 
roadways, and help to filter 
out eroded sediments which 
could .damage the fisheries 
of adjacent streams. More 
importantly, reserve protect 
the most important wildlife 
habitats in the boreal forest, 
for it is at the edge of 
watercourses that most 
wildlife abound, whether 
mink or moose, weasel or 
wolf, beaver or bullfrog. 
The new MNR_ policy 
declares that these protec- 
tion reserves should not be 
considered ‘‘untouchable 
timber preserves’’. (In 
other words, they should be 
cut.) On small lakes and 
most streams, reserves will 
be abolished altogether.

Beside major highways or 
large lakes, the trees may 
be cut in blocks or patches 
over a few years, to aid in 
the regeneration of cut 
areas. However, it is clear 
from the tone of the policy 
that'very few buffer strips 
will be left intact, and that 
even the minimal attempts 
of the past to encourage 
more than one use of an 
atea under timber license 
have been abandoned. 

The reason given for this 
change in policy is the 
_ shortage of wood supplies, a 
' direct result of poor harvest- 
ing practices and failure to 
regenerate cutover areas. 
The penalty for this past 
mismanagement should lie 
with the industry and the 
governments that produced 
it. Instead, through the 
cutting of protection re- 
serves, it is the wildlife and 
the other users of the 
northern forest who will pay 
the price.

Another way to look at it 
is to remind you that 1981

For motorists stranded in 
remote areas, Horton sug- 
gests running the car 
engine for only 10 minutes 
every hour to extend gas 
and the car's heat supply. 
Keep a downwind window 
open for ventilation when 
the engine is running and 
make sure the ‘tailpipe is 
clear of snow to stop deadly 
carbon monoxide fumes 
from seeping inside the car. 

For extra warmth, use 
blankets’ and newspapers 
wrapped around your feet or 
on the floqr of the car for 
insulation. Contrary to pop- 
ular belief, Horton’ says 
liquor will speed up the loss 
of body heat by dilating 
blood vessels close to the 
skin.

As with any other 
business, survival will come 
to those who remain compe- 
titive and use every possible 


management tool to advan- 
tage. It is in times like this 
that the most efficient cattle 
in the cow herd can carry 
you through. It is certainly 
not a time to pamper, feed 
and maintain inefficient 
producers... 

At a recent beef cattle 
health research review day, 
Dr. Don Davis provided 
information on conception 
and calf losses in a cow 
study involving 5658 cows. 
The cows failing to conceive 
were 987 or approximately 
17 per cent. 

Pregnancy checking cows 
and detecting freeloaders 
will help you save on 
wiritering costs. If sufficient 
replacement heifers have 
been retained other reasons 
for culling-may include cows 
with low calf weaning 
weights, age and physical 
condition, cows of poor beef 
type or calving interval. 

Effective cow culling is 
necessary to maintain herd 
productivity. Make certain 
that open cows are not a 
result of poor management. 
Keep records and know 
your cows.

Any generalization is less 
than entirely safe, since to 
generalize is to exclude and 
to exclude is to limit 
information and therefore to 
reduce the possibilities of 
arriving at truth.

their cooking, greedy in 
their grasping after profits, 
and cynical in their evident 
contempt for their custom- 
ers ’ 

In Peterborough | have 
eaten at Chinese restau- 
rants which, if located at 
Spadina and Dundas, would 
be bankrupt within the 
month, and deservedly so. 
In Peterborough I have 
caten at so-called French 
restaurants which produce 
food; of a quality that a 
bright ten-year-old could 
better with a Joy of Cooking 
in hand. 

Fortunately there are 
exceptions to any generali- 
zation, and the Sir Williams 
Dining Room in the Red Oak 
Inn is one such exception. 
Perhaps that should not be 
surprising. Often as a 
matter of Xcourse, hotel 
restaurants are run at a 
loss, since their function is 
to attract customers to the 


. hotel, not to make a profit. 


Naturally | am not privy to 
the books of the Red Oak 
Inn, but its restaurant does 
not display the unrelenting 


obsession with profit, how: 
ever obtained, that charac- 
terized its competition. 
First impressions are that 
the restaurant is comfort 


able with tables well-spaced 
for quiet conversation. 
Second impressions are that 
the menu is uniquely varied 
for Peterborough City.

People are not necessarily 
qualified for the driving task 
simply because they hold a 
current driver's licence. It is 
taken for granted that they 
know all about the accepted 
methods of controlling a 
vehicle, that is to say, how 
to go forward, go back, turn 
and stop. These procedures 
might be called the mecha- 
nics of driving. Upon 
receiving a licence, far too 
many drivers lull them- 
selves into the belief that 
they can compete in today's 
traffic environment. But can 
they? 

Driving a vehicle while 
under the pressure’ of 
stress is a potential road 
hazard. Here are some 
common factors that contri- 
bute to stress: physical or 
mental fatigue; anger, anxi- 
ety or confusion from any 
cause; a bad day at work; a 
happy event coming up; the 
influence’ of alcohol or 
drugs; discourteous drivers 
and bad traffic conditions.

Ontario perched on the 
brink of disaster?" de- 
manded Ralph Barrie, pre- 
sident of OFA, addressing 
over 500 farmers in Toronto 
for the annual OFA conven- 
tion. ‘‘Quite simply, I can) 
say that the cost of farming 
has been rising faster than 
the return...Statistics prove 
it beyond doubt. Our Cash 
Receipts increased by 5.9 
per cent between 1961 and 
1970 and 12.4 per cent 
between 1970 and 1980. Our 
costs increased by 6.2 
percent between 1961 and 
1970 and 14 per cent 
between 1970 and 1980. 
“That's where we get the 
expression ‘cost-price 
squeeze’...You and I have 
had to borrow on our equity, 
and our entire industry has 
been plunged deeper and 
deeper into debt. Between 
1971 and 1980 the farm debt 
in Ontario increased from 
$1.8 billion to almost $5 
billion. In the 20 years from 
1961 to 1980 the interest on 
that indebtedness exploded 
by 1,838 per cent...And the 
biggest irony is that the 
returns from this invest- 
ment are so meagre, they do 
not service the debt... 

‘Farmers provide a pro- 
duct that absolutely no one 
can do without. In return, 
what kind of support do we 
get? We're treated like we 
were a non-essential indus- 
try...the agricultural indus- 
try gets one per cent of the 
province's total budget ex- 
penditure. We get two to 
two and a half per cent of 
the’ total federal budget. . 
That's obviously not enough 
to build a stable agricultural 
industry... 

‘There is another stum- 
bling block in our search for 
stability. Before our indus- 
try can flourish and prosper, 
we must get rid of the 
double standard which ex- 
ists in the minds of 
consumers, the media, in- 
dustries. They embrace the 
philosophy of collective 
bargaining, monopoly pri- 
cing and market sharing... 
and they benefit from them. 
But they damn our market- 
ing boards and farm organi- 
zations for trying to do 
exactly the same thing.” 


Recommendation High- 
lights of OFA Task Force on 
Agriculture 


An immediate moratori- 
um, with the full force of 
law, should be imposed on 
lending institutions to stop 
any action by the institu- 
tions which would force a 
farmer into bankruptcy, 
receivership or voluntary 
liquidation of any, or all, of 
his assets.

Lifestock Safety Isn’t Just A 
Lot of Bull.- by Marilyn 
Sewell |. 

If you have’ handled 
animals for a long time, you 
will have become familiar 
with their general: charac- 
teristics. You will know how 
strong they are, how fast 
they can run and what their 
instincts are. 

You will also know that 
every animal is capable of 
surprising you so that it is 
impossible to predict how 
they will react in every 
situation. Accidents can 
happen when you forget this 
and let your guard-down, or, 
when you forget your 
reaction time has increased 
fatigue, 
illness or inexperience. 


Cattle Battle 

Nothing can be more 
frustrating that trying to put 
livestock where they don’t 
really want to go. Animals 
aren't as intelligent as man, 
but they have a real talent 
for knowing how to get on 
your nerves. And if they 
share any human charac- 
teristics at all, they're 
probably pe Ree wickedly 
to themselves.as you blow 
another gasket. It's difficult 
to always stay calm when 
handling animals. But you 
know yourself that you 
might get better results and 
feel safer if you: 

1. avoid ‘shouting or 
whistling loudly; 

2. are extra careful 
around highly strung or 
newly freshened cows; 

$. avoid getting caught in 
a bunched group of cattle; 

4. keep pens clean to 
prevent slipping; 

5. avoid rough handling: 

6. restrain your dog 
unless he is properly 
trained; ;

8. lead animals with a 
short rope, staying close to 
their head as you do so. 


When you stop and think 
about it, it is amazing that 
there are not more animal 
related injuries reported.

It is well-established that 
left-handedness runs in 
families and may skip 
generations. About 10 to 15 
per cent of Canada’s popu- 
lation end up left-handed; 
this is composed of about 1 
in 10 boys and rather less in 
girls. Researchers have 
suggested that lefties tend 
to. be more creative, more 
intuitive and tend to think in 
a rational, logical way. The 


study of left side dominance 


is called ‘‘sinistrality’’, and, 
in the past, children who 
used their left hand were 
punished lest they grow up 
to be considered evil or 
‘*sinister’’ because they 
were different.

the real culprit in most 
cases is the driver who fails 
to adjust to cold weather 
problems. 

Here are some of the 
causes of winter wrecks and 
the defensive driving mea 
sures to avoid them. 

"Too fast for conditions” 
F is all too frequently listed as 
an accident factor. When 
the road is slippery you 
can't stop as quickly or as 
safely. Lower your speed 
when the road surface 1s 
hazardous. The Ontario 
Safety League states that 
you should stretch your 
following distance to even 
double or triple the usual 
road interval. 

Abrupt turns, lane chan- 
ging and sudden accelera- 
tion or deceleration can 
cause bad skids on ice and 
snow. Anticipate turns OF 
speed changes and make 
them slowly and gradually. 

Limited visibility is a 
major problem. A driver 
who scrapes ,only a litle 
peephole in his ice covered 
windshield is asking for it. 
Clear your windshield com 
pletely of ice and snow and 
keep it that way. Also, 
scrape outside mirrors 
clear. Be sure your defros- 
ter is in good shape.

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-~ Rural youth group publishes history 


BY JEANNETTE MOORE 


When the Junior Farmers 
of Ontario meet with rural 
youth groups from all across 
Canada at Ottawa this 
month, the Ontario organiz- 
ation will have taken the 
first positive -step towards 
forming a national rural 
youth group something 
Junior Farmers have 
dreamed of for at least the 
last half century but until 
now felt was beyond their 
grasp. This achievement 
coincides with the realiz- 
ation of another Junior 
Farmers’ dream the 
publication of the history of 
the Junior Farmers’ Associ- 
ation of Ontario, a text 


written by author Linda 
Biesenthal who was hired 
by the organization's his- 
tory committee to do the 
job. 

For some time the 
group's leaders had been 
pressing to preserve the 
account of their past realiz- 
ing that without the diligent 
workers of the early days 
their organization would 
never have been started. 
The decision to dig into the 
records and put them in 
permanent form was finally 
made last year when: the 
organization marked its 
67th birthday and the 
Provincial Association its 


85th, the Junior Farmers 
having operated for the first 
$2 years in local groups with 
no provincial organization. 


The resulting 209-page 
publication, entitled ‘A 
Rural Legacy"’ is a hand- 
some book lavishly illustra: 
ted with photos dating from 
the organization's begin- 
nings in 1914. It comes out 
just in time for Christmas 
giving with information 
especially interesting to 
Junior. Farmers or former 
members, but also making 
informative reading for the 
urban reader who is for the 
most part ignorant of the

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purpose and activities of 
what has been largely a 
rural movement. 

Author Linda Biesenthal 
starts with an account of the 
Junior Farmers’ beginnings 
back in February of 1914 in 
Woodbridge, Ontario. 
There thirty young York 
County farmers had comple- 
ted an agricultural short 
course given by their 
District’ Representative, 
Professor Jack Steckley, 
who had guided them 
through six weeks of deba- 
ting, public speaking, grain 
and livestock judging, in- 
struction on latest methods 
of weed and pest control, 
economics of dairying, soil 
classification and treatment 
of animal disease. The 
course was administered 
throughout the province 
tuition free to farmers’ sons 
who at the time seldom 
could afford to attend school 
past the eighth grade. 

Prof. Steckley urged the 
young men to form an 
association now that the 
course was finished as the 
best way of ensuring that 
their agricultural’ interests, 
skills, and friendships 
would be maintained, and 
he pointed to other farm 
organizations such as the 
Farmers’ Institutes as ¢x+ 
amples of what could be 
done. He warned them of 
major changes lying ahead 
in Ontario agriculture and 
said that an association of 
graduates of the agricultur- 
al short course could play a 
significant role in advancing 
agricultural progress and 
could be especially useful in 
helping fathers and neigh- 
bours to change with the 
times. He told them the 
Department of Agriculture 
was solidly behind the idea 
of an association as were the 
District Representatives 
and he would be available to 
help them plan their pro- 
grams and supervise their 
experimental work and com- 
petitions. At the end of his 
talk he passed around a 
constitution which had been 
drawn up by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for an 
organization to be known as 
the Junior Farmers’ Im- 
provement Association, The 
idea appealed to the 30 
young graduates and by the 
end of the afternoon the 
first association had been 
formed, the first officers 
elected and after three 
hours of discussion the first 
Junior Farmer program 


From this ‘small begin- 
ning the movement quickly 
spread and is now, in 1981, 
recognized as the one single 
important factor in bringing 
progress and change to the 


a 


farms of Ontario at a time 
when the marketplace had 
been changing since the 
turn of ‘the century but 
farmers generally were re- 
luctant to alter their tradi- 
tional style of mixed farm- 
ing to meet the specialized 
iemands of the market. The 
junior Farmers, with their 
it-home demonstrations 
ind experiments made un- 
ler the supervision of the 
District Representative 
showed what great improve- 
ments could be made with 
such small changes as new 
seed varieties and gradually 
won over fathers. and 
neighbours, just as the 
Ministry of Agriculture had 
hoped to do. 

By 1924, in just 10 years 
after the first group had 
been organized, more than 
$100 Junior Farmers were 
meeting in 122 associations 
across Ontario. 

The book goes on to 
chronicle the events and 
changes in structure and 
planning that went on over 
the years giving indepth 
insight into the outstanding 
leaders and showing the 
great influence of the group 
not only on developing new 
farm methods but on 
involvement more and more 
with community and social 
interests and eventually to 
agricultural and community 
development in underdevel 
oped countries, but always, 
the individual groups made 
their own local plans helped 
but not overriden by assis- 
tance from provincial agri 
cultural and legislative 
groups... « 

The social aspect was 
very. important to rural 
youth, especially in the 
early days when isolation 
was the order of the day 
down on the farm. The 
young men, and eventually, 
young women who became 
affiliated through the Junior 
Women's Institute which 
was founded in 1915, were 
given an opportunity to 
develop poise and leader- 
ship while planning group 
and community activities. 
Over the years more empha- 
sis was placed on the social 
aspect to the point where in 
1979 many members felt a 
need to return to the 
original agricultural promo- 
tion aspects and called upon 


the association to return to 


the grassroots. Not only 
were local clubs involved in 
a round of plays, dances, 
and cultural festivals but in 
provincial summer camps, 
choir competitions, festivals 
and variety showsdrawing 
large appreciative audi- 
ences and fans such as Ur. 
G.R. Fenwick, Director of 
Music for the Department of 


‘overnight 


Education, who called the 
annual Junior Farmer Choir 
Festival ‘‘one of the most 
significant musical occa 
sions of the year’’. 

But the social aspect was 
always important and per 
haps more so in the early 
days when opportunities for 
recreation were more limit 
ed. In their own groups and 
later in inter-county compe 
titions and meets the Junior 
Farmers. congregated at 
Saturday night skating pat 
ties, picnics and sleighrides 
and generally enjoyed 
themselves. Brampton Jun 
jor Farmers and the Junior 
Institute held their first 
annual picnic in 1915 with 
500 people showing up im an 
event that rivalled the fall 
fair 

And nothing today can 
outdo the high spirits and 
good fun that accompanied 
the Durham County Associ 
ation annual motor trip to 
the Niagara Peninsula and 
campouts at 
Grimsby for which they 
were famous after the first 
trip in 1921. From the book 
we learn ‘Thirty-eight’ per 
sons made up the party 
which visited (various farms 
in the area)....The party 
camped at Grimsby the first 
night, June 16th, then went 
on to Niagara Falls on the 
17th, returning to Grimsby 
again to camp that night 
and returned home on the 
18th. Thus the trip took up 
three days and in all 350 
miles were covered from 
Bowmanville to Niagara 
Falls and return. 

“The trip was strenuous 
but everyone had, a good 
time and considerable infor 
mation was picked up by 
those who went. The cost of 
the trip for each man 
amounted to about—‘$18 
including transportation, 
meals and accommiodation 
in camp.” \

The farmers did not get 
their money. The pipeline 
company appealed.

When Lewington, et al, 
first started their fight, few

against the big company.

An excellent farm writer, 
he is also a fine photogra- 
pher. The written evidence 
and the photographs he had 
to present to the courts was 
impossible to ignore.

Corn Performance Trails - 
Farmers who depend on 
corn for a major portion of 
their income should select 
their corn seed require- 
ments very carefully. Selec- 
tion, if possible, should be 
on the basis of on-farm 
performance. 

Each year the Ontario 
Corn Committee, made up 
of representatives of the 
OntarieSeed Corn Growers’ 
Marketing Board, other 
trade representatives, re- 
searchers, and representa- 
tion from both the Federal 
and Provincial govern 
ments, conducts and pub 
lishes reports on the various 
hybrid corns available. 

Tests are conducted at 
approximately sixteen farm 
and research locations ac 
ross Ontario with the results 
published as the Ontario 
Hybrid Corn Performance 
Trials 

The trials list the hybrid 
varieties according ‘to heat 
unit rating, ranging all the 
way from 2500 up to 3400 
heat units.

may be possible to reduce

For those farmers with 
incomes in a higher tax 
bracket, there are a number 
of considerations which 


_could reduce the tax bite. 


First of al, if you have 
youngstérs who are doing 
work on the farm which 
would otherwise require 
hired labor they are entitled 
to some wages. Spouses 
who do farm work are also 
entitled to a wage which, of 
course, is tax deductible. 
Remember children or 
wives must actually receive 
the wages before deduc- 
tions can be made. 

Other ways of reducing 
income would include order- 
ing next year's operating

supplies in advance, that is 
feed, fertilizer, etc. 

In the past many farmers 
bought or traded equipment 
to increase their Capital 
Cost Allowance before the 
year-end. It should be noted 
that this year one of the 
changes in the Federal 
budget will affect this 
practice. The Capital Cost 
Allowance on machinery or 
buildings acquired after 
November 12th is limited to 
half the rate in the first year 
of ownership. This makes 
this technique less desirable 


as a means of reducing 
taxable income. 
Regardless of whether 


youvare in a high or low 
income tax bracket, it is 
good practice to take a few 
minutes and review the tax 
situation béfore year-end to

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Now I should begiii by 
telling you that I am not the 
most eager little bridge 
player in the hemisphere. 

That is not to say that I 
don’t like playing bridge 
because I do, but somehow I 
fail to take it all as seriously 
as some of my more 
dramatic partners would 
prefer, thereby angering 
the majority of them when 
they are intent on winning 
rubbers and things, al- 
though often enough the 
reward is hardly worth 
fretting about. 

In the first place I don’t 
believe in counting points in 
my hand. 

When I take a look at my 
thirteen cards and I see a 
couple of faces leering at 
me, accompanied by the 
odd #¢@ I find it difficult to 
resist the temptation to give 
them all a chance to do 
something about it. 

The strange part is that I 
nearly always make most of 
the tricks, regardless of my 
partner's participation, and 
that I believe is what makes 
everybody so mad at me. 

My mother, I recall, when 
she was alive, used to play 
bridge as though Goren was 
her grandfather, and she 
would come home quite 
unsettled if for once she 
failed to pouch the odd buck 
at the end”of the: evening. 
And if she did manage to 
lose a few cents it was 
always her partner's idiocy 
that was responsible for the 
catastrophe. 

She used to play with my 
dad a great deal, and he 
would invariably return to 
the homestead with a series 
of black lumps on his shins 
where my mother's pointed 
shoes had made quite an 
impression on his personali- 
ty. 

Far from taking it all 
seriously, lam often promp- 
ted to make light of it, like 
the time when one of the 
opponents asked me what 
convention I preferred and I 
said the Shriners. 

Now | always think that 
one of the most fascinating 
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facets of our human beha- 
vior is the way in which our 
memories operate. They. 
store all those billions of 
little items away there in the 
way a squirrel stores his 
nuts, ready to be brought 
out instantly at the tilt of 'a 
windmill. 

The fact is, you see, that 
whenever 1 think about 
bridge, my mind immedi- 
ately flicks over to new Cars, 
and you might wonder why 
so I'll tell you. 

What brought about this 
palsied philosophy today 
was an article I read in the 
Weekend magazine by Paul 
Rimstead. 

Paul was talking about his 
pot belly which he attribu- 
ted to his regular habit, of 
drinking beer in rather 
magnificent quantities and 
could anybody tell him how 
to dispose of it without 
having to exert himself at 
all, and without having to 
forego his ration of ale. I 
had to smile when I read 
that, because I daresay 1 
helped Paul not a little to 
develop that pot, because 
he and I used to hoist the 
odd firkin in our former 
days in Bracebridge, where 
we both lived for many 
years. ; 

So I will now proceed to 
enlighten you about the 
spicy recollection that Paul 
Rimstead’s words brought 
forcibly to my mind, and 
why I always associate a 
game of bridge with that 
new car. 

Many years ago, you see, 
I won a new car in’a Lions’ 
Club raffle. It was,a shiny, 
brand new Dodge. 

And Paul Rimstead was 
with me at the time. 

And the analogy with the 
bridge game stems from the 
fact that Margaret and I had 
arranged to play bridge that 
night with a couple of 
friends of ours, and af. it 
happened, thanks to Paul, | 
never got there. 

First of all, you see, I had 
to attend a hockey match at 
the Bracebridge Arena,” 
where the Bracebridge 
Bears were meeting the 
Parry Sound something-of- 
others, and the draw for the 
car was scheduled to. take 
place during the intermis- 
sion. 

As a matter of fact it was 
quite an interesting hockey 
game, in retrospect, be- 
cause the captain of the 
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young Parry Sound team at 
that time was none other 
than Bobby Orr, and who 
should be playing in goal for 
the home team, but Roger 
Crozier. It was Roger who 
drew the winning ticket 
from the drum. 

But none of us in those 
early days was particularly 
concerned about the fact 
that these two exceptional 
athletes-to-be were in at- 
tendance at that game, 
because we were all an- 
xiously awaiting the inter- 
mission to see who was 
going to win that car. 

The tickets, incidentally, 
had been ten dollars each, 
quite an amount in those 
days for a raffle, and it 
hadn't been at all easy to 
sell them all. I had two 
tickets left that morning and 
1 had employed the full 
force of my personality to 
convince a friend of mine, 
who operated a sports and 
hobby store on the main 
street, that he should 
unwind his wallet and buy 
one of them. 

He said he didn't have 
ten dollars in the till at that 
moment, but that if I would 
come back after lunch he 
would have amassed the 
necessary boodle. 

So 1 put my own name on 
the penultimate ticket, and 
later that day I returned and 
flogged the last ticket in the 
book to my friend in the 
store. 

And that night, before 
going to my appointed 
bridge on the River Kwai, 
Paul Rimstead and I man- 
aged to sink a succession of 
suds in the arena, just to 
help things along while we 
were waiting for half time. 

Why I remembered the 
details of that occasion so 
vividly, of course, was 
because Margaret had gone 
on ahead to the bridge 
game, and I was expected to 
follow as soon as I could get 
away, for I was the 
Treasurer of the Club at that 
time, and I had all the ticket 
money in a little tin box in 
my coat pocket. 

For Margaret, you under 
stand, was not really inter 
ested in the hockey game 
herself, and not only did she 
not have a ticket on that car, 
she didn’t know that I had, 
because I hadn't had the 
nerve to tell her that I had 
liquidated a live ten spot on 
a lousy raffle ticket, money 
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being as it was in those 
days, in fairly short supply, 
although the mortgage on 
our home was at a kindly 
four per cent! 

All very confusing so far, 
I must admit, but hang in 
there, because I'm rapidly 
approaching the exciting, 
pithy climax.

While snowmobile fatali 
ties during the 1980-81 
winter season remained 
static at 23, injuries jumped 
18.5 per Ontario 
Transportation -and Com 
munications Minister James 
Snow reported, 

Said Snow: “‘It's encour 
aging to see that the 
number of snowmobile fata 
have stabilized, re 
maining at 23, from the 
78-79 high of 38. but I'm 
concerned about the rise in 
injuries last winter.” 

Of the 23 snowmobilers 
16 died in on-road 
ollisions and seven in 
off-road accidents, But per’ 
sonal injuries rose to 515, 
from 433 

fhe increase in injuries 
reflects a corresponding 
increase in the number of 
collisions he said. “‘as 
accident statistics indicate a 
i7 per cent increase - 675

collisions compared to 575 
the previous season. 

A breakdown shows that 
a majority of the 1980-81 
snowmobile collisions also 
took place on highways and 
roads, 348 (51.7 per cent) 
compared to $25 off-road 
(48.3 per cent) 

There was a significant 
decrease in drownings with 
only four snowmobilers 
drowned compared to 13 in 
the winter of 1979-80. 

However, Snow cautioned 
snowmobile owners about 
etting underage or unli- 
ensed drivers operate 
snowmobiles on roadways. 
lie observed that 19 per 
cent of drivers involved in 
on-road collisions didn't 
hold either a valid driver's 
os el motorized snow 
vehi¢le operator‘s permit.

The Christmas hollies 


Chances are that some- 
where in your household at 
Christmas, a sprig of holly 
(or a plastic version to 
resemble it) will be found. 
Hanging the. Yuletide holly 
remains a part of the 
modern Christmas tradi- 
tion, but did you know that 
this is a rite with long-ago 
beginnings? 

In ancient Rome, the 
mid-winter feast of Saturna- 
lia was held to honor the 
gods of sowing and husban- 
dry: To mark the occasion, 
socially-conscious Romans 
semt their friends holly to 
convey esteem and good 
wishes. Early north Amerti- 
¢ans also recognized some- 
thing special about holly. 


Southern tribes of Indians 


(Kongskilde Plows)

valued holly as a badge of 
courage and an omen of 
success in battle, and 
warriors often drank holly 
tea to ensure strength and 
courage. 


The familiar Christmas 
holly with its prickly leaves 
and bright red berries could

conservationists were often 
concerned about the annual 
destruction of wild plants in 
December. Most Christmas 
holly is now grown commer- 
cially, with hundreds of 
acres under cultivation on 
Vancouver Island.

_ bogs. Mountain holly espe- 


cially likes the cool shade of 
cedar and tamarack bogs, 
and.often roots itself along 
the’ edges of sphagnum 
clumps. 

In the flowering months 
of May and June, when 
wetlands seem to spill over 
with blossoms of all shapes 
and colors, the small whi- 
tish flowers’ of the holly 
don’t attract much attefi- 
tion. But when the chill 
winds of November leave 
only a forest of grey twigs, 
the holly’s scarlet berries, 
draped to the tips of 
slenderest branches, brigh- 
ten many a wintry scene.

4. Cash flow projections 
are very useful and in 
particular if you are using 
any amount of borrowed 
capital. Monthly or quarter- 
ly statements can be very 
useful depending upon your 
farm position.

The rural farm safety kit 
continues to reach more 
farm children as it heads 
towards its goal of teaching 
all rural Ontario children to 
live safely on the farm. 

This year, the program 
starts in elementary public 
schools in Oxford and 
Lambton Counties, Durham 
Region, and East Parry 
Sound District, says Larry 
Swinn of the Farm Safety 
Association of Ontario.

len concerning the Federal 
Budget changes regarding 
the discontinuence of aver- 
aging annuities and capital 
gains as it effects farmers. 

Another resolution will be 
presented at OFA's Decem- 
ber directors’ meeting con- 
cerning Bill 82, as it effects 
farmers. A copy of the 
resolution will be sent to 
Hugh O'Neil. Jim Pollock 
and the Hastings County 
Council. Bill -82 to be 
implemented by May _1, 
1985 concerns the integra- 
tion of exceptional students 
such as trainable pupils and 
handicapped children. Spe- 
cial ramps, buses, etc. as 
well as psychological ser- 
vices, home instruction and 
psychiatric services must be 
provided by local school 
boards. Hastings County 
Farmers are asking the 
Ontario Federation of Agri- 
cultural to seek assurance 
from the Provincial Govern- 
ment that increased costs to 
Local School Boards by 
implementation of Bill 82 be 
borne by Provincial Govern- 
ment out of general funds 
and not education funds 
which would greatly in- 
crease farmers’ tax load. 
Family Members as Wage 
Earners - If you are in the 
situation where you have 
paid or wish to pay family 
members from your farm 
business for the work they 
performed for you a good 
factsheet is available at the 
Agricultural Office. Contact 
the office and we will be 
glad to get one of these 
factsheets to you. 

New rules in the past 
couple of years now allow 
you to pay your spouse as 
well as your children for 
contributing their services 
to the farm business. 

In 1981 a child may 
receive net income up to 
$3,270 before the parent 
loses the complete exemp- 
tion for the dependent child. 
Once the child starts getting 
much over $2,000 you start 
‘having your exemption de- 
creased. Deductions may 
have to be made for some 
things like CPP, income tax 
or Ul. Once you pay these 
wages you also have to pay 
a workmen's compensation 
assessment on it. Perhaps 
the most difficult part 
involved with paying these 
wages is the bookwork and 
deductions and forms in- 
volved with it. 

The factsheet gives sev- 
eral examples of how these 
wages are handled and can 
be of great assistance to 


yj 
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businesses with good farm 
management and farm re- 
cord keeping generally can 
foresee problems occuring, 
earlier and perhaps can take 
steps to at least soften the 
impact of ‘adverse condi- 

tions such as high interest 
rates. One of the most 
common comments that we 
hear from people in finan- 
cial difficulty is that they 
cannot borrow the extra 
money. that they need to 
operate. Unfortunately this 
very often is not the 
problem but it is the 
problem that the operator 
believes is the root of all his 
troubles. 

Usually when a creditor 
says that a person has 
borrowed to their limit this 
is the actual fact. The 
conditions leading up to this 
did not arise overnight but 
unfortunately it is seen by 
many as their sole problem. 
The fact that they may not 
be able to repay the money 
even if it was available is 
not accepted by many. 
Where does the problem 
start then? 

Over the years we have 
commonly stressed the need 
for good farm records. 
Unfortunately many people 
do not like keeping records 
and therefore they see the 
need for records as an 
imposition—on their time. 
One question which we 
would perhaps pose to you 
at this point is do you spend 
as much time with your 
farm Accountant as you 
spend with farm suppliers? 

Unfortunately very few 
people will answer.yes to 
this point. Without good 
farm records that are used 
on a regular basis for 
management decisions, it is 
impossible to know the 
direction that the farm 
business is going. 

1981 is drawing to a close 
and this is an excellent time 
to make a New Year's 
resolution to do a better job 
in the farm recording 


keeping field and to use 
those records for the suc- 
cessful planning and man- 
agement 
business.

The Christmas celebration offers a glimmer of 
light in the bleakness of December, when the days 
are shortest and the worst of winter's onslaught lies 
ahead. The brightness of a blazing hearth fire, the 
twinkle of a Christmas tree's lights, the brilliance 
of the sun against a whitewashed landscape —these 
are some of the elements of Christmastime. that 
bring light into the hearts of all men. 


December, the moment of the sun's annual rebirth, 
has since primitive days been a time of great feast- 
ing and prayer. It was a time when ancient peoples, 
whose lives were so greatly affected by the cle- 
ments, rested from their labors on the land and 
gave tianks for the previous season's hai vest. 


One such festival was the Roman Satumalia. 
Beginning at the winter solstice, it was a period of 
great feasting and thanksgiving throughout the 
whole of the Roman Empire. With elaborate pro- 
cessions, decorations, gift-giving and other rituals, 
this highly civilized ancient people paid homage to 
their diety of agriculture, Satumus, in hopes of 
gaining his favor during the following year’s plant- 
ing s¢ason. 

Similar non-Christian rituals were practiced at 
the time of the winter solstice by the early Vikings, 
Goths, Saxons and Druids, and vestiges of these 
ancient solstitial festivals are apparent in our 
modern-day celebration of Christmas. 


‘Christian celebzation established 
It was not until the middle of the fourth century 


that the Church of Rome established December 25 
as the date commemorating the birth of Christ. And 
while the exact birthdate of the Christchild has 


never been known, the Church did not select this

paigns and gross commercialism, however, it be- 
comes easy to lose sight of the special meaning of 
Christmas. Many of us become reluctantly swept 
up by the holiday rush: trying to wend our way 
through bustling crowds in an elaborately deco- 
rated department store, managing to schedule two 
Christmas parties and a at Aunt Alice's in one 
evening; addressing those last few season's grect- 
ings to friends before)the post office closes for the 
day. **Never again!" is uttered by many a Weary 
holiday shopper, party-goer or letter writer, ‘next 
year will be different.” 


But, beyond that hectic holiday rush is a genuine 
feeling of goodwill which differs little from year to 
year. For Christmas is a time to take stock of the 
good things in life, the simple pleasures such as 
watching a child's face light up with delight at the 
sight of gaily-v-rapped packages spilling from be 
neath a tree. Or, the warmth of sharing holiday 
cheer with family and friends, and the comfort of 
their company. 

Let's hope that next year won't be different, and 
that Christmas for many years to come will blanket 
the earth in a tranquil mtwernt of peace and 
brotherhood.

Cayuga rang late into the 
night of November 18, as 


local residents celebrated 
their victory. Earlier that 
day, Dr. Donald Chant, 
Chairman of the Ontario 
. Waste Management Cor 
poration, had announced 
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that the sproposed South 
Cayuga site for treatment 
and landfilling of liquid 
industrial waste had been 
unanimously rejected by the 
corporation's board. 

This decision stemmed 
from detailed site investi- 
gations, which demonstra- 
ted the presence of limita- 
tions such as. shallow 
bedrock, flood-prone lands, 
and buried. drumlins. The 
hidden dtumlins, which are 
glacial features that could 


act a@8 an easy escape route - 


for waste to reach the 
bedrock and ground waters. 
were a surprise to hydro- 
geologists. Based on the 
probability that more drum- 
lins lay beneath the surface 
clay, the corporation de- 
cided that South Cayuga 
must be considered a 
marginal site, and that they 
should look elsewhere. 

For people outside Cayu- 


- ga, however, the corpora- 


tion's decision is no cause 
for celebration. If you live\in 


the influence ladder to the 
bottom is a short distance. 

For beleaguered farmers 
everywhere in this nation, 
especially those facing a 
bleak year from high inter- 
est rates and low returns,.a 
happy new year may seem a 
remote possibility. That 
should not stop us from a 
least expressing the wish, 
anyway. 

That is why .we wish 
Eugene Whelan more pow- 
er in Ottawa 

While we're at it, how 
about some new year's 
wishes for the Ontario and 
the Canadian Federations of 
Agriculture. A group of 
tqugh-minded men and 
women in those organiz- 
ations is fighting long and 
hard for farmers. They 
deserve good wishes. 

Since the federation has 
been restructured to bring 
in so many personal mem- 


berships, it has become a- 


force in this province. 
Excellent -leadershjp from 
people such as Gordon Hill, 
Peter Hannam and Ralph 
Barrie has transformed this 
once-moribund group into 
the best lobbying group 
farmers have ever had.

The most perishable 
foods are the animal 
‘proteins. such as meat, 


poultry, eggs. and all forms 
of milk except hard cheese. 
Keep them hot (60C or 
140F) or cold (4C or 40F). 
This rule also applies to 
dishes containing small 
amounts of these foods, like 
gravy. stuffing, casseroles, 
soups, cream or custard 
pies, puddings, and sauces. 

Take care of leftovers 
immediately after the meal. 
If any foods are still hot, 
cool them quickly and get 
everything into the fridge as 
soon as possible. Remem- 
ber, flat, shallow dishes 


with tight fitting lids are the 
best shape for refrigerator 
storage. 

During the holidays the 
refrigerator is often filled to 
overflowing. Make room for 
the more perishable foods.

Store these in a 
newspaper insulated box 
that can be kept in a cold 
garage, shed or on a 


balcony if you have one. 
Even when there's room 


in the fridge, it's easy to 
overlook leftovers until 
they're too old to use. Try 
keeping them all together in 
one specific, easy-to-check 
spot in the refrigerator. Use 
them up as soon as possible. 
While refrigerator temper: 
ature slows, down the 
growth of. bacteria that 
cause iliness, it won't kill 
them. 

Freezing temperatures 
won't destroy bacteria eith- 
er, but at 
don't grow much. To protect 
leftovers in the. freezer, 
choose a wrap or covering 
that keeps air — and 
moisture in. Rigid plastic 
containers with tight’ fitting 
lids, heavy-weight dlumin- 
um foil, plastic wrap, or 
plastic bags designed spec- 
ifically for freezing, are 
good. 

Leftover turkey #an be 
kept in the freezer for one 
month if frozen without 
gravy or stock or three 
months if covered with one 
of these liquids. Reheated 
vegetables may taste better 
if they're topped with a 
sauce or put in a casserole 
the second time they come 
to the table. 

Try to avoid having 
leftovers---but if you do, 
chill them quickly, store 
them carefully, and use 
them as soon as possible.

Mushrooms 
year-round 


Fresh Ontario mush- 
rooms are available every 
month of the year, say 
marketing specialists at the 
Ontario Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Food. 

In Ontario, mushrooms 
are grown in special com- 
post beds. Temperature, 
humidity and ventilation are 
carefully controlled to pro- 
mote the best growing 
conditions. From the time 
the mushrooms are planted, 
it takes several weeks 
before they're ready for 
market. However, each crop 
lasts about three months 
and ‘must be picked daily. 
New crops are constantly 
being planted to provide us 
with fresh mushrooms 
throughout the year. 

Most of Ontario's mush- 
room industry is located in 


southwestern Ontario, close 
to the large markets. The 


heaviest concentration of 
farms is in the Golden 
Horseshoe area. 

Whenever you shop for 
fresh mushrooms, check for 
firm gills, tightly closed 
around short stems. The 
caps should be smooth, 
creamy-white to light brown 
and unblemished. 

At home, keep fresh 
mushrooms either in a bowl 
covered with a damp cloth 
or in a paper bag. Refriger- 
ate the mushrooms in the 
crisper, and use within one 
week for best quality. 

Mushrooms should only 
be lightly washed just 
before using. Simply wipe 
them with a damp cloth, or 
rinse them quickly under 
‘running cold water. Take 
care not to soak mush- 
rooms. They absorb water 
easily, causing loss of flavor 
and tenderness. 

To prepare for cooking, 
simply remove the sandy 
stem tips. There's no need

For us, the 

time has come to stop struggling, and at least buy a little 

more time. The Ontario Federation of Labor held an 

annual meeting recently, and its assessment of the 

problem verges on ‘pathetic. It was as if they believed 

we’reStill in the 19th century, and business was out to do 

us down. They borrowed the results of an American 

survey, to suggest that labor has an image problem in 

this country, that non-unionists think of the Canadian 

labor movement as a collection of Archie Bunker's. The 

irony is that the public’s view of the American-dominated 

labor movement in this country is not so much "Archie 

Bunker” as "On The Buses”. I have s game with one of the 

studio directors at Global, himself English-born. Often, 

when we have a labor story on the air, we try to guess the 

spokesman's country. Most of them seem to be English, 

Scotch or Irish, so there’s not much challenge in guessing 

nationality any more.

Why don’t they protest about wild government spending 
and deficit financing instead? And they ought to remem- 
ber that low interest rates are “not” good news for every- 
one. For the older people who have been trying to live on 
inadequate pensions and their eroded savings, high inter- 
est rates have meant a short period of relative plenty. But 
the unions don’t “want” to attack inflation, because 
they’re part of the problem. The message that all middle 
class Canadians must get and get quickly, is that until we 
learn to get along with less, there “isn’t” going to be any 
more, not now and not tomorrow. 

That's not news, but that too is reality.

Neglected loan 
records costly 


Poor financing and loan 
records are costing produ- 
cers more than they may 
realize, says Bill Grexton, 
associate agricultural repre- 
sentative, Wellington Coun- 
ty. 

“Many producers don't 
know how much they 
borrow each year, when 
they borrowed it, or how 
much they owe,’’ he says. 
“Too many are content to 
let the bank take care of 
financing." 

The operating loan is one 
type of financing that can 
lead to carelessness. This 
type of loan is designed to 
cover operating expenses 
and should be paid back 
within the year. It was not 
designed to cover capital 
expenditures. Under the 
operating loan, farmers 
authorize the bank to 
advance money for expen: 
ses. Problems begin when 
the farmer neglects to keep 
tabs on the account. 

"This type of financing is 
becoming a problem, parti- 
cularly for beef producers,” 
says Mr. Grexton. ‘Some 
producers have accrued 
operating loans two to four 
times greater than their 
cattle inventory.” 
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The Ontario Farm Record 
Book or ‘“‘blue book’’ 
provides a section for 
summarizing loans. This 
comprehensive farm record 
book is available from local 
agrictiltural offices. 

To set up a detailed 
financing and loan record- 
ing system, start by listing 
all loans across the top of a 
ledger page. List payment 
dates down the side of the 
page. Under each loan, rule 
out four columns and label 
them - amount borrowed, 
payments, interest charges 
and balance owing. 

“Keeping track of the 
status of your financing can 
help you decide when to put 
more money into payments, 
and when to renegotiate or 
refinance,"" says Mr. Grex- 
ton. ‘This exercise is the 
only way a producer can get 
an accurate picture of where 
the really 
stands.”’ 

Before dismissing finan 
cing and loan records as 
another example of “more 
book work’’ take a look at 
the costs involved. A farmer 
who owes $250,000 pays 
annual interest charges of 
$50,000 at 20 per cent. 
That's $187 per day.
